forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Articles  1-2  will  be  by  ballot  vote  on  Tuesday,  March  12,  1996, 
between  the  hours  of  8:00  A.M.  and  7:00  P.M.  at  the  polls  at  the 
Loudon  Town  Hall. 

Articles  3-14,  will  be  taken  up  at  the  second  session  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  on  Saturday,  March  16, 1996  at  9:00  a.m.  at  the  Loudon 
Safety  Building  on  Cooper  Street.  On  site  parking  will  be  allowed  only 
on  the  westerly  side  of  the  building. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

ARTICLE  2.  ZONING  AMENDMENT  96-1  thru  96-7: 

ZONING  AMENDMENT  96-1 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  96-1  proposed  and 
recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Loudon  Zoning  Ordinance 
which  replaces  existing  regulations  502. 1-5  (Home  Occupation)  with  the 
descriptions  of  502.1  (Minor),  502.2  (Major)  Home  Occupations  and 
distinguishes  Minor  Home  Occupations  as  a  permitted  use  from  Major 
Home  Occupations  which  would  require  a  special  exception  for  the  zone(s) 
in  which  they  are  allowed. 

EXPLANATION:  (Refer  to  proposed  502.1  —  Minor  Home 
Occupation,  and  502.2  —  Major  Home  Occupation,  Article  I, 
Exhibit  I)  The  intent  is  to  distinguish  minor  customary  home 
occupations  as  a  permitted  use  from  major  home  occupations 


which  would  require  a  special  exception.  Life  style  changes  in- 
cluding working  at  home  via  computers  would  be  permitted 
without  Special  Exceptions. 


ZONING  AMENDMENT  96-2 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  96-2  proposed  and 
recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Loudon  Zoning  Ordinance 
as  follows:  Amend  articles  203.2-1,  204. 2-K,  205. 2-H,  206.2-L  to  read: 
Accessory  uses  customarily  incidental  to  the  above  and  minor  home 
occupations,  as  defined  in  and  subject  to  Section  502. 1  of  the  Ordinance. 

EXPLANATION:  This  proposed  amendment  allows  Home  Oc- 
cupations to  be  located  in  the  Village,  Residential,  AFP  and 
Commercial  Districts  as  a  permitted  use  provided  it  meets  cer- 
tain criteria  established  under  the  Town  of  Loudon  Zoning  Or- 
dinance and  as  defined  under  502. 1  of  the  proposed  amendment. 


ZONING  AMENDMENT  96-3 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  96-3  proposed  and 
recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Loudon  Zoning  Ordinance 
as  follows:  Amend  articles  203. 3-B,  204. 3-E,  205. 3-C,  and  add  206-3.0 
to  read: 

Major  Home  Occupations,  as  defined  in  and  subject  to  Section  502.2 
of  the  Ordinance. 

EXPLANATION:  This  proposed  amendment  allows  Major 
Home  Occupations  to  be  located  in  the  Village,  Residential, 
AFP  and  Commercial  Districts  as  a  special  exception  provided 
it  meets  certain  criteria  estiblished  under  the  Town  of  Loudon 
Zoning  Ordinance  and  defined  under  502.2  of  the  proposed 
amendment. 


ZONING  AMENDMENT  96-4 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  96-4,  as  proposed  and 
recommended  by  the  Planning  Board,  to  amend  the  manufactured  hous- 
ing provisions  of  the  Loudon  Zoning  Ordinance  to  replace  the  term  mobile 
home  and  make  all  references  hereafter  to  manufactured  housing,  and  ex- 
tend the  amount  of  time  a  temporary  permit  may  be  issued  to  twelve  (12) 
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months.  Remove  section  400.4  from  Article  IV;  place  the  included  language 
in  Article  II  under  a  new  Section  207.7  —  Installation  of  Manufactured 
Housing.  Amend  400.1. 

EXPLANATION:  Refer  to  proposed  Article  4,  Amendment 
96-4,  Article  400.1,  400.4,  and  207.7  (See  Exhibit  II) 

The  above  amendments  respond  to  a  need  for  both  updating 
and  housekeeping  measures.  Opportunities  for  new  develop- 
ment of  manufactured  housing  in  Loudon  will  remain  limited 
to  manufactured  housing  parks  and  manufactured  housing  sub- 
divisions. The  outmoded  term  "Mobile  Home"  will  be  replaced 
with  references  to  "Manufactured  Housing."  The  existing  pro- 
visions for  the  issuance  of  temporary  permits  for  manufactured 
housing  amended  to  comply  with  RSA  674.32,  n,  which  re- 
quires municipalities  to  allow  the  use  of  a  manufactured  hous- 
ing unit  as  a  temporary  dwelling  for  up  to  12  months  (or  until 
the  original  house  is  rebuilt,  whichever  comes  first)  where  an 
owner  is  rebuilding  a  home  lost  by  fire  or  disaster.  The  amend- 
ment also  allows  the  Selectmen  to  issue  such  a  permit,  so  that 
the  applicant  need  not  wait  for  a  public  hearing  or  ZBA  action 
as  now  required  by  the  ordinance.  Amending  400.1,  removes 
the  existing  temporary  use  of  a  mobile  home  for  90  days  from 
400. 1  and  transfers  as  well  as  increases  temporary  use  to  12 
months  to  proposed  amendment  207. 7B. 


ZONING  AMENDMENT  96-5 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  96-5  as  proposed  and 
recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Loudon  Zoning  Ordinance 
as  follows: 

503.3  Temporary  Camping  or  Campgrounds:  Temporary  camping  or  camp- 
grounds are  not  permitted  in  any  district,  unless  they  are  local  civic 
organizations  or  youth  groups,  which  may  be  granted  permission  by  ap- 
plying to  the  Selectmen's  office.  If  such  permission  is  granted  the  select- 
men may  impose  such  conditions  and  limitations  that  they  deem  necessary 
to  protect  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare.  This  section  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  limit  the  owner-occupant/tenant-occupant  with  the  owners  con- 
sent, of  a  lot,  on  which  a  residence  is  located,  from  accommodating  without 
compensation,  occasional  overnight  guests  in  tents,  recreational  vehicles, 
or  campers,  placed  temporarily  within  the  yard  of  such  lot,  provided  that 


there  are  adequate  sanitary  facilities  for  such  use.  Such  lot  may  not  be 
used  for  accommodation  of  recreational  vehicles,  campers,  or  tents  for 
more  than  21  days  in  any  calendar  year. 


EXPLANATION:  The  original  intent  of  this  section  was  to 
avoid  the  impacts  of  roadside  camping  by  transients.  The  ex- 
isting language  may  be  construed  to  limit  all  use  of  tents  or 
campers  except  youth  groups  and  civic  organizations;  the 
amended  language  would  clarify  the  conditions  under  which 
short-term  use  of  RV's,  campers  or  tents  could  occur  where 
guests  of  owner  occupants  or  tenant  occupants  are  to  be  pro- 
vided overnight  accommodations  without  compensation. 


ZONING  AMENDMENT  96-6 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  96-6,  as  proposed  and 
recommended  by  the  Planning  Board,  to  amend  the  sign  provisions  in  Ar- 
ticle V  of  the  Loudon  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows:  To  provide  for  an 
increase  in  the  permitted  sign  area  for  businesses,  shopping  centers,  business 
parks  and  industrial  parks,  and  permit  changeable  copy  signs  to  be  incor- 
porated within  these  signs,  increase  the  size  of  commercial  "For  Sale" 
signs,  and  adds  temporary  event  signs  and  signs  for  major  home  occupa- 
tions. Provides  for  additional  temporary  signage  descriptions. 

EXPLANATION:  Refer  to  proposed  amendment  96-6  —  501 . 1 , 
501.8  Exhibit  III. 

The  intent  of  these  changes  is  to  provide  for  an  increase 
in  the  permitted  sign  area  of  freestanding  signs,  especially  for 
retail  uses  in  the  C/I  district.  The  changes  also  would  permit 
changeable  copy  signs  to  be  incorporated  within  the  freestanding 
signs  of  individual  businesses  and  shopping  centers,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  special  announcements.  Providing  added  sign  area,  and 
allowing  supplementary  changeable  copy  sign  area  is  a  more 
aesthetic  alternative  to  the  extensive  use  of  portable,  wheeled 
signs.  The  changes  allow  limited  temporary  use  of  banner  adver- 
tising during  special  events,  and  provide  specific  time  limits 
for  the  use  of  temporary  signs. 
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ZONING  AMENDMENT  96-7 

DEFINITIONS 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  amendment  96-7,  as  proposed  and 
recommended  by  the  Planning  Board,  to  amend  Appendix  A—  Defini- 
tions of  the  Loudon  Zoning  Ordinance  for  the  following:  Camping,  Home 
Occupations,  Manufactured  Housing,  Manufactured  Housing  Park, 
Manufactured  Housing  Subdivisions,  Pre-Site  Built  Housing,  Sign,  Sign 
—  Changeable  Copy,  Sign  —  Directory,  Sign  —  Freestanding,  Sign  — 
Illuminated,  Sign  —  Temporary,  Sign  —  Portable,  Sign  —  Projecting, 
and  Sign  —  Wall,  as  shown  in  Article  7,  Exhibit  IV. 


ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  amend  the  existing  agree- 
ment under  Section  218  of  the  Social  Security  Act  by  excluding  the  ser- 
vices performed  by  election  workers  for  a  calendar  year  in  which  the 
remuneration  paid  for  such  service  is  less  than  $1,000.  (The  Selectmen 
recommend  this  article) 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $60,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  roadway  improvement 
and  repairs  on  Village  Road  with  such  sums  to  be  withdrawn  from  the 
Roadway  Improvements  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  (The  Selectmen  recom- 
mend this  article). 

ARTICLE  5 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $162,990.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  fire  apparatus,  with 
funds  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
and  to  appoint  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  agents  to  carry  said  purpose  in 
to  effect.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article). 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $75,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  highway  department  truck 
complete  with  cab  &  chassis,  dump  body,  plow,  wing  and  sander  with 
funds  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Highway  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
and  to  appoint  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  agents  to  carry  said  purpose  in 
to  effect.  (The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article). 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Selectmen  and 
the  Library  Trustees  to  retain  the  existing  slate  roof  covering  on  the  Max- 
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field  Public  Library  in  order  to  preserve  the  historical  significance  of  the 
building  and  to  select  a  visually  compatible  roof  covering  for  the  addi- 
tion. (By  Petition)  (The  Selectmen  recommend  this  article  by  2  to  1  vote). 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 

$ for  the  purpose  of  implementing  the  vote  on  Article  7.  (The 

Selectmen  recommend  this  article  by  2  to  1  vote). 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  the  Town  Road 
Agent  an  elected  position,  with  the  first  election  for  this  position  to  be 
held  in  March  of  1997.  (By  Petition)  (The  Selectmen  do  not  recommend 
this  article  by  2  to  1  vote). 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$112,500  for  a  complete  revaluation  by  an  independent  appraisal  com- 
pany ($45.00  per  property  multiplied  by  2500  taxable  properties).  (The 
last  revaluation  was  conducted  in  1986.)  (By  Petition)  (The  Selectmen  do 
not  recommend  this  article  by  2  to  1  vote). 

ARTICLE  1 1 .  Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  the  provisions  of  RSA 
31 :94a  which  allows  the  Town  to  change  its  fiscal  year  from  the  calendar 
year  to  July  1  through  June  30.  The  March  1997  Town  Meeting  would 
adopt  an  18  month  transition  budget  for  the  period  January  1 ,  1997  through 
June  30,  1998  if  this  article  is  approved.  Thereafter,  accounting  periods 
shall  run  from  July  1  to  June  30  of  the  following  year.  (The  Selectmen 
recommend  this  article). 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $6,350.00  to  purchase  one  Voting  Machine.  (The  Selectmen 
recommend  this  article). 

ARTICLE  13.  To  raise  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  1995 

Here  is  our  "State  of  the  Town"  speech  reduced  to  writing 

Our  population  and  residential  growth  increased  only  slightly  (about  3%). 
However,  with  the  establishment  of  several  new  business  properties  and 
the  physical  plant  expansion  of  several  existing  businesses,  our  commer- 
cial growth  was  encouraging.  We  remain  pro  business  and  welcome  new 
businesses  to  Loudon. 

We  want  to  thank  all  taxpayers  for  their  efforts  to  recycle  cans,  glass, 
cardboard  and  newspapers.  Because  of  this  effort  the  Town  received  a 
refund  in  the  amount  of  $6,197.20  which  will  help  reduce  1996  taxes. 
We  were  also  able  to  reduce  the  Guaranteed  Annual  Tonnage  (GAT)  from 
2530  tons  to  2400  tons  which  is  the  same  as  1994.  This  means  we  pay 
$7,600.00  less  to  the  Co-op  for  1996. 

The  Selectmen  have  applied  to  the  State  for  permission  to  expand  the 
town  beach  from  100  feet  to  133  feet  as  that  was  the  reason  the  voters 
approved  the  purchase  of  the  lot  adjacent  to  the  beach.  The  State  has  been 
extraordinarily  long  in  their  consideration  of  our  request. 

The  Route  106  Improvement  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Selectmen 
and  three  citizen  representatives,  met  throughout  the  year  with  the  Assis- 
tant Commissioner,  State  Department  of  Transportation  and  his  engineering 
staff.  The  Town's  primary  focus  was  on  establishing  a  "traffic  signal  in- 
tersection" at  Route  106  and  Shaker  Road,  commonly  referred  to  as  the 
106  Beanstalk  intersection.  Safety  was  our  first  concern.  Second  was  to 
provide  a  safe  access  to  potentially  viable  Industrial  Parks  to  both  the  east 
and  west  of  this  intersection.  After  lengthy  discussion,  the  State  agreed 
to  establish  a  traffic  signal  intersection  at  this  location.  In  order  to  finalize 
this  plan,  we  must  first  receive  landowner  approval  from  Fillmore  Industries 
and  Penny  Press.  The  prospects  of  receiving  approval  look  very  favorable 
at  this  time. 

We  are  sure  you,  and  the  thousands  of  people  who  passed  through  Loudon 
this  past  year,  enjoyed  the  many  flower  gardens  around  Town.  The  Select- 
men wholeheartedly  supported  a  proposal  presented  by  Mr.  Doug  Cole 
to  find  an  organized  means  to  help  add  value,  beauty  and  most  important- 
ly pride  to  Loudon.  The  proposal  was  called  Colorspots.  Private  citizens 
and  organizations  joined  in  by  planting  beautiful  flower  garden  displays. 
The  results  were  fantastic.  On  behalf  of  all  our  citizens,  we  say  thank  you. 
We  greatly  appreciate  your  efforts  and  civic  pride. 

The  Selectmen  also  thank  the  New  Hampshire  International  Speedway 
and  the  Bahre  Family  for  once  again  donating  $40,000.00  in  college  scholar-

ship  funds  for  Loudon  Students.  Thirty-five  students  received  a  total  of 
$45,100.00.  (We  had  money  left  from  last  year's  scholarship  fund).  Ad- 
ditionally, we  thank  Mr.  Steve  Rattee,  President  of  Capitol  Fire  Protec- 
tion, for  donating  $15,000.00  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a  sprinkler 
system  for  the  Library.  While  acknowledging  gifts,  we  want  to  thank 
Engineer  Lee  Eddins'  gift  of  materials  for  a  window  seat  for  the  library 
addition  and  free  professional  service  in  designing  structural  improvements 
to  "Charlie's  Barn." 

This  past  summer,  the  Selectmen  enacted  an  emergency  ordinance  for 
the  use  and  disposal  of  sewage  sludge  and  septage.  This  action  was 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  health.  The  ordinance  requires  sewage  sludge 
and  septage  to  be  treated  before  it  can  be  brought  into  town  and  prohibits 
storage.  This  was  becoming  a  serious  problem  before  the  ordinance  was 
enacted.  Loudon  led  the  state  in  this  effort  to  control  the  use  of  sewage 
sludge  and  septage  for  land  application.  Regarding  the  Town  sewage  lagoon 
at  the  Transfer  Station,  the  Selectmen  have  reluctantly  kept  it  open.  We 
feel  by  closing  it,  the  cost  to  individual  home  owners  for  disposal  could 
increase  significantly.  However,  the  Selectmen  are  no  longer  required  to 
have  a  signed  contract  with  an  outside  disposal  facility  before  we  can  close 
our  sewage  lagoon.  For  reasons  of  health,  sanitation,  environmental  con- 
cerns and  citizen  complaints  with  odor,  we  may  decide  in  the  future  to 
close  the  lagoon.  There  are  very  few  open  sewage  lagoons  remaining.  We 
solicit  your  comments  on  this  issue. 

The  Selectmen  asked  Continental  Cable  to  extend  their  lines  up  Clough 
Hill  Road  to  Bumfagon  and  out  Currier  Road  approximately  1  mile.  The 
Company  agreed  to  our  request. 

They  did  however  deny  our  request  to  extend  cable  up  Route  129  as 
there  are  not  enough  houses  per  mile  as  per  our  contract. 

We  held  a  public  auction  in  July  to  dispose  of  a  Mobile  Home  and  four 
parcels  of  land  taken  by  Tax  Collectors'  deed  and  realized  $62,774.00 
for  the  property  which  has  added  to  the  surplus  and  put  the  property  back 
on  the  real  estate  rolls.  We  also  sold  an  old  Police  Cruiser  and  the  old 
Highway  Chipper  through  the  State  auction  and  were  pleased  with  the 
amount  received. 

The  Old  Fire  Station  was  razed  by  the  Town  Highway  crew  in  a  very 
short  time  saving  the  town  almost  $20,000.00  which  had  been  budgeted 
by  the  Library  Trustees. 

The  Loudon  Historical  collection  of  historical  items  and  artifacts  were 
loaded  into  an  unheated  trailer  and  parked  on  the  edge  of  the  recreational 
field.  We  are  very  concerned  that  irreversible  damage  may  be  done  to 
this  collection.  For  this  reason  and  because  the  town  voted  in  1989  to  adopt 
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the  Historical  Society  and  to  provide  "permanent  facilities"  we  have  started 
renovations  on  "Charlie's  Barn."  We  authorized  an  initial  contract  of 
$12,000.00  out  of  1995  funds  and  have  budgeted  $25,000.00  in  1996  to 
make  available  about  1000  square  feet  of  space  for  the  Historical  Society. 
There  will  also  be  completed  a  meeting/hearing  room  in  which  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  and  other  town  organizations 
can  meet.  This  will  contain  about  1000  square  feet. 

The  Selectmen  feel  this  project  can  be  accomplished  in  phases  yearly 
as  planned  by  an  architect  and  the  engineer  used  by  the  town,  Lee  Eddins 
of  C  &  S  Engineering,  without  the  need  to  place  the  town  in  debt  at  least 
until  the  year  2000. 

The  Selectmen  have  been  criticized  for  spending  money  on  the  barn 
especially  during  the  period  of  January  through  Town  Meeting.  This  pro- 
blem exists  because  our  town,  as  many  others  in  the  State,  follow  the  age- 
old  practice  of  a  Town  Meeting  in  March.  We  normally  operate  from 
January  1st  to  Town  Meeting  with  no  budget.  To  a  certain  extent  the 
criticism  is  justified. 

To  rid  the  town  of  future  problems  of  this  nature  the  Selectmen  are  placing 
an  article  on  the  warrant  for  town  meeting  vote  which,  if  approved,  would 
authorize  an  eighteen  (18)  month  budget  covering  the  period  of  January 
1,  1997  through  June  30,  1998.  After  that,  March  town  meeting  would 
approve  a  budget  more  than  three  (3)  months  prior  to  the  effective  date 
of  budget.  Thereafter,  accounting  periods  shall  run  from  July  1  to  June 
30  of  the  following  year. 

We  decided  to  seek  bids  on  the  annual  audit  services  and  received  a 
bid  which  reduced  the  Towns  costs  by  $1,125.00.  (It  is  also  a  good  idea 
to  have  a  different  perspective  of  the  town's  finances  occasionally). 

The  new  auditors  from  Mason  &  Rich,  P.  A.  were  very  impressed  with 
the  fine  accounting  condition  of  all  the  town  offices  including  the  Select- 
men accounting  staff,  Treasurer,  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector.  The 
auditors  also  commended  the  Town  for  the  financial  planning  and  policy 
of  setting  aside  money  to  Capital  Reserve  Funds  enabling  the  town  to  pay 
cash  for  large  items  avoiding  debt  and  interest  costs. 

Finally  the  audit  reported  a  surplus  of  $274,669.00,  a  portion  of  which 
can  be  used  to  reduce  the  Tax  rate  in  1996.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1995 

Topics  this  year  include  completed  projects,  new  wheels  for  the  Ridge 
and  squeaky  wheels  and  potholes. 

Last  year  we  managed  to  clear  up  some  loose  ends.  Old  Shaker  Road 
bridge  was  finished  and  the  section  of  road  between  Clough  Pond  Road 
and  Shaker  Road  was  treated  with  cold  mix.  Believe  it  or  not  this  short 
piece  had  been  the  most  difficult  section  in  town  to  maintain  when  it  was 
gravel.  We  have  seen  a  substantial  cut  back  in  maintenance. 

The  ongoing  repair  of  Village  Road  began.  Drainage  was  accomplished 
at  key  points  along  the  road.  We  managed  to  install  most  of  the  underground 
drainage  near  Capitol  Fire  but  Mickey  M.  was  right  when  he  said  there 
might  be  ledge.  It  prevented  100%  installation  of  this  section.  We  will 
clean  up  any  cross  ditch  settlement  in  the  spring. 

The  Town  crew  demolished  the  Old  Fire  Station. 

We  started  to  widen  a  short  section  on  Bumfagon  Road.  Next  year  we 
hope  to  continue  work  on  Bumfagon  Road  and  widen  some  sections  of 
Gilmanton  Road,  which  always  seems  to  haunt  us  in  the  spring. 

Maintenance  of  treated  roads  will  be  School,  Chichester,  Oak  Hill  and 
Pleasant  Streets.  Provided  this  winter  is  good  to  us. 

It  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  that  the  town  would  like  a  more 
aggressive  approach  for  the  asphalt  treatment  of  dirt  roads.  I  agree,  although 
since  I've  been  working  in  town  it  has  been  my  belief  to  maintain  what 
we  already  have.  After  completely  establishing  a  good  working  maintenance 
program  then  begin  new  construction.  Slowly,  we  are  working  towards 
this  goal. 

There  is  an  article  to  address  a  short  section  on  Currier  Road  from  Route 
106  to  the  Moores  Bridge  and  Piper  Hill  Road.  Funds  will  be  needed  to 
treat  these  gravel  sections.  We  plan  to  apply  an  1 8 '  section  the  entire  length 
of  Piper  Hill  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  remove  some  ledge  at  the  beginning. 

Last,  its  time  to  replace  our  Chevy  Dump  which  you  may  have  seen 
in  the  Old  Shaker  Road  area  plowing.  We  call  her  Betsy  and  as  much  as 
we  hate  to  retire  her  she's  giving  us  no  choice.  Plans  are  to  swap  the  In- 
ternational on  the  Ridge  with  the  new  vehicle  and  replace  her  with  the 
Ridge  Runner. 

The  Town  Crew  wishes  everyone  a  safe  season  on  our  country  roads.

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LOUDON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1995 

The  Loudon  Police  Department  had  a  total  of  2,205  calls  for  service 
this  past  year  compared  to  2022  during  1994.  As  usual,  our  department 
continues  to  get  busier  year  by  year  as  the  population  grows. 

We  are  still  staffed  by  four  full  time  police  personnel,  seven  part  time 
police  personnel  as  well  as  a  full  time  secretary.  We  maintain  twenty-four 
hour  full  coverage  protection  and  provide  emergency  service  for  border- 
ing towns.  We  have  our  own  full  time  prosecutors  at  Concord  District 
Court  and  we  maintain  forty  hours  a  week  dispatching  service  at  our  facility 
to  help  defray  our  dispatch  costs. 

The  race  track  has  also  added  a  great  deal  of  time  to  our  work  load. 
Although  the  track  pays  for  the  man  hours  on  the  weekend,  a  lot  of  time 
is  spent  on  planning  road  closures,  emergency  parking,  hiring  personnel, 
etc.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  residents  for  being  patient  and  understand- 
ing during  the  road  closures  and  track  events.  We  at  all  times  take  into 
consideration  the  resident's  safety  and  concerns  during  these  events. 

I  would  like  to  urge  everyone  to  make  sure  that  their  house  number  is 
readily  visible  on  the  exterior  so  that  any  911  calls  may  be  answered  in 
an  expeditious  manner. 

We  are  here  24  hours  a  day  to  respond  to  your  needs.  Our  Police  Depart- 
ment works  for  the  citizens  of  Loudon.  The  citizen  deserves  nothing  less 
than  a  quality  and  professional  service.  Our  goal  is  to  provide  that  ser- 
vice. Your  continued  help  and  support  are  appreciated.

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LOUDON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1995 

Requests  for  emergency  responses  by  the  Fire  Department  in  1995  totall- 
ed 268,  a  decrease  of  3  from  the  previous  year.  There  were  123  fire  calls, 
111  medical  emergencies,  and  34  calls  that  required  response  of  both  fire 
and  rescue  services. 

Enhanced  911  service  became  fully  operational  in  July  1995  as  plann- 
ed. To  aid  the  emergency  services  in  reaching  you  more  quickly,  you  are 
urged  to  display  your  street  or  road  number  where  it  can  be  easily  seen 
from  the  street.  The  system  also  provides  the  capability  of  giving  medical 
advice  to  the  caller  while  the  emergency  units  are  enroute.  You  may  use 
911  to  report  your  emergencies.  Business  calls  should  continue  to  be 
directed  to  non-emergency  numbers. 

The  Department  now  has  a  multi-gas  detector  which  will  be  used  to  verify 
the  presence  or  absence  of  carbon  monoxide  when  residential  units  ac- 
tivate. If  your  detector  activates,  you  should  notify  the  fire  department, 
and  leave  the  building.  The  multi-gas  detector  will  also  be  used  for  other 
hazardous  materials. 

We  are  requesting  approval  of  the  Town  to  replace  the  apparatus  that 
serves  the  Loudon  Ridge  area.  This  is  a  continuation  of  the  planned  replace- 
ment program  that  has  been  in  place  for  several  years.  Funding  comes 
from  the  Capital  Reserve  account  and  allows  replacing  one  piece  of  ap- 
paratus every  five  years,  when  the  unit  is  twenty  years  old. 

Nineteen  fire  or  rescue  personnel  received  payment  under  the  compen- 
sation plan  approved  at  the  1995  Town  Meeting.  Although  we  hope  this 
will  be  an  incentive  for  participation  in  the  future,  we  don't  expect  to  see 
a  significant  increase  in  personnel  because  of  it.  This  Department  shares 
in  personnel  shortages  the  same  as  most  other  volunteer  fire  departments 
in  New  Hampshire.  Ninety  two  percent  of  our  members  either  work  out 
of  town  or  are  not  permitted  to  leave  their  place  of  employment  for  response 
to  local  emergencies.  This  puts  a  severe  strain  on  our  ability  to  provide 
rapid  response,  especially  during  day  time  hours.  Future  planning  will 
have  to  address  this  critical  need.  In  the  meantime,  we  urge  anyone  who 
is  willing  to  make  the  commitment  to  consider  joining  our  department. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  our  department  members  who  contribute  so  much 
to  their  community,  and  the  assistance  provided  to  our  department  by  all 
of  our  citizens  is  greatly  appreciated.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  REPORT  1995 

Although  severe  forest  fire  dangers  occurred  in  the  northeast  in  1995, 
resulting  in  the  State  banning  all  open  burning,  the  Town  of  Loudon  ex- 
perienced only  six  brush  and  grass  fires.  Most  of  this  is  due  to  the  awareness 
of  our  citizens  concerning  the  dangers  involved  with  outside  burning.  We 
hope  to  maintain  this  good  record  as  we  move  into  another  burning  season. 

Written  permits  are  always  required  for  outside  burning  unless  the  ground 
is  completely  snow  covered.  Non-commercial  permits  may  only  be  issued 
for  burning  between  the  hours  of  5  P.M.  and  9  A.M.  unless  raining,  and 
the  issuance  of  any  burning  permit  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  The  only  exceptions  to  permit  requirements  are  for  cooking  fires 
using  charcoal  or  LP  gas.  If  you  wish  to  obtain  a  burning  permit,  contact 
Warden  Dick  Wright  at  783^172,  Deputy  Wardens  Gary  Burr  at  783-9490, 
Jeff  Burr  at  783-4679,  or  Bob  Wilcox  at  783-4508.

In  1995,  the  Rescue  Squad  responded  to  145  emergency  medical  calls. 
Along  with  24  Fire  calls,  several  searches  and  other  emergencies,  this 
has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  squad.  Unfortunately,  we  are  doing  this  with 
less  personnel.  As  always,  day  time  runs  are  the  most  difficult. 

We  have  purchased  several  pieces  of  equipment  to  better  serve  the 
Loudon  community.  These  are:  a  cold  water  rescue  suit,  several  life 
preservers,  and  from  federal  surplus,  an  inflatable  boat.  We  are  also 
awaiting  delivery  of  a  new  rescue  tool  called  "EXCALIBUR  —  KNIFE 
FOR  LIFE." 

Training  is  an  ongoing  thing  with  both  fire  and  rescue  personnel,  recer- 
tifying and  updating  our  skills. 

The  Rescue  Squad  is  again  looking  to  sponsor  another  basic  first  aid 
class.  Please  watch  for  the  announcements. 

Finally,  and  as  always,  a  thank  you  to  the  townspeople  for  their  sup- 
port of  the  Loudon  Rescue  Squad.  Any  questions  or  comments  can  be 
directed  to  me  at  P.O.  Box  7032  or  by  phone  at  783-9446.

The  Planning  Board  contains  eight  dedicated  members  who  volunteer 
their  time  and  energy.  They  include  Gary  Tasker,  Chairman,  Robert  Ord- 
way,  Vice  Chairman,  Roger  Maxfield,  Ex-Officio,  Allan  Everson,  Ron 
Woods,  Greg  Fillmore,  and  Clement  Lyon  and  alternate,  Jim  Leonard. 
The  Planning  Board  secretary  is  Cindy  Wood.  Their  many  hours  at  Public 
Hearings,  work  sessions,  site  visits,  and  educational  lectures  are  appreciated 
by  everyone.

MAXFIELD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES'  REPORT  1995 

After  86  years,  we're  finally  getting  some  space  for  the  library!  Most 
of  the  work  this  year  involved  the  building  project.  Decisions  on  the  many 
details  took  careful  consideration.  The  Trustees  are  very  grateful  to  the 
Building  Committee  members  for  their  years  of  hard  work. 

The  Friends  group  has  taken  on  the  task  of  having  the  library's  tall  clock 
restored  by  Peter  Sawyer,  an  expert  in  New  Hampshire  clocks  and  fur- 
niture. The  clock,  which  came  to  the  library  through  a  bequest  has  turned 
out  to  be  a  hidden  treasure  with  many  historical  links  to  Loudon.  Upon 
completion  of  the  addition,  the  restored  clock  will  return  to  the  library. 
After  years  of  being  hidden  by  books  and  shelves,  both  the  clock  and  the 
library's  other  historical  treasure,  the  Bicentennial  Quilt,  will  be  displayed 
for  all  to  appreciate. 

Much  needed  changes  in  library  staffing  began  this  year.  Andrea  Brogan 
started  work  as  the  library  page  and  proved  to  be  a  hard-working,  reliable, 
and  cheerful  addition  to  our  staff.  After  years  of  dedication,  library  aide 
Jean  Nelson  will  be  learning  new  skills  as  the  librarian's  assistant.  She 
will  be  devoting  much  of  her  time  to  addressing  the  expanding  needs  of 
the  library,  especially  in  the  area  of  computerized  records.  The  Trustees 
thank  Irene  Cadrette  and  Shirley  Shorten  for  filling  in  when  needed  and 
are  grateful  to  all  of  the  staff  for  persevering  through  these  last  difficult 
months  of  crowded  work  space. 

The  library  applied  for  and  was  awarded  three  grants  in  1995.  A  $179 
grant  from  Kids,  Books,  and  the  Arts  allowed  us  to  have  a  live  perfor- 
mance at  the  Summer  Reading  Program  Awards  Day;  the  Concord  Kiwanis 
Club  donated  $200  for  easy  reader  books,  and  $29,000  was  received  from 
the  Library  Services  Construction  Act  grant  through  the  State  Library. 
The  LSCA  grant  was  the  largest  amount  of  those  funds  awarded  in  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  year.  A  great  deal  of  thanks  goes  to  librarian 
Nancy  Hendy  for  her  work  in  writing  the  grant  proposals. 

This  year's  budget  was  difficult  to  draft  with  only  estimates  of  utility 
costs  and  extra  library  expenses.  As  the  library  faces  a  year  of  adjustments, 
the  potential  assets  to  the  community  are  within  sight. 

The  Trustees  would  like  to  thank  the  Loudon  voters  for  their  support 
and  invite  everyone  to  come  in,  look  around,  and  find  a  host  of  reasons 
to  come  back  and  become  regular  library  users.

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MAXFIELD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Building  Committee  was  gratified  to  see  its  long  hours  of  prepara- 
tion result  in  more  than  430  residents  attending  the  March  1995  Town 
Meeting.  The  people  voted  overwhelmingly  to  construct  an  addition  to 
the  86  year  old  library  building. 

The  Committee's  first  task  after  Town  Meeting  was  to  apply  for  and 
receive  federal  matching  grant  funds  through  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Library.  Matched  with  local  funds,  it  will  pay  for  interior  work  and  fur- 
nishings for  the  meeting  room  and  kitchenette.  The  design  had  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Historical  Resources  and  the 
Governor's  Commission  on  Disability  before  bidding  could  begin.  Hav- 
ing received  these  approvals,  Loudon  is  assured  that  the  addition  is  being 
completed  in  a  manner  that  preserves  the  library's  historical  and  architec- 
tural value,  and  meets  standards  for  handicapped  accessibility. 

Demolition  of  the  old  fire  station  and  clean  up  of  the  area  was  under- 
taken in  June  by  the  Highway  Department.  The  job  was  accomplished  with 
efficiency  and  in  time  for  bidding  contractors  to  see  the  site  as  it  would 
be  at  the  time  of  construction. 

The  Selectmen  recommended  hiring  a  clerk  of  the  works  to  insure  that 
the  quality  of  construction  would  meet  the  stated  specifications.  Lee  Ed- 
dins  was  selected  for  the  job  because  of  his  expertise  in  engineering  and 
experience  as  a  clerk  of  the  works  on  other  projects. 

In  choosing  a  general  contractor,  the  Committee  used  a  quality-based 
selection  similar  to  the  one  used  in  selecting  the  architect  for  the  project. 
Once  the  final  design  changes  were  made,  advertising  for  qualified  con- 
tractors was  issued.  Minimum  requirements  included  library  or  school  ex- 
perience; bonding  capability;  and  satisfactory  references.  Fifteen  contractors 
responded  to  the  advertisement.  The  Committee  reviewed  the  submissions 
and  selected  nine  to  investigate  further.  After  visiting  their  projects,  in- 
terviewing former  clients  and  checking  professional  references,  the  Com- 
mittee invited  six  contractors  to  bid.  The  sealed  bids  were  received  and 
opened  in  September.  When  the  bids  came  in  high,  some  adjustments  had 
to  be  made  to  stay  within  budget. 

After  negotiating  bid  alternatives,  the  contract  was  signed  with  Kelly 
Construction  of  Manchester.  Equipment  was  brought  on  site  and  construc- 
tion began  mid-October.  Though  hampered  by  bad  weather,  the  project 
is  moving  ahead  and  completion  should  be  in  the  Spring  of  1996. 
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Shelby  Husak  was  hired  as  the  interior  designer  to  help  with  the  color 
scheme,  furniture,  and  fabric  choices  for  the  library  and  its  meeting  room. 
Shelby's  creativity  has  helped  blend  the  look  of  the  addition  with  the  ex- 
isting library. 

The  Committee  and  Trustees  wish  to  extend  their  gratitude  to  several 
generous  donors.  Steve  Rattee  of  Capital  Fire  Protection  has  donated 
the  material  and  installation  of  an  automatic  sprinkler  system.  Lee  Eddins 
has  donated  the  material  to  construct  a  window  seat  in  the  south  facing 
window.  Sincere  thanks  goes  to  all  the  individuals  who  have  given  so 
faithfully  of  their  time  to  insure  that  this  project  moved  ahead  and  with 
integrity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  1995 


First  and  foremost,  I  want  to  thank  all  of  you  who  came  out  to  support 
the  library  at  the  1995  Town  Meeting.  There  were  as  many  unfamiliar 
faces  as  familiar  ones  there  that  day  and  it  speaks  well  for  our  town  that 
even  people  who  are  not  regular  library  users  took  the  time  to  listen  to 
the  presentations  and  vote. 

Our  programs  continued  with  help  from  many  groups  and  individuals. 
In  April,  school  librarian  Mrs.  Ellsworth  encouraged  fantastic  artwork 
and  essays  from  the  students  for  our  National  Library  Week  contest  whose 
theme  was  "What  would  you  like  to  see  in  our  expanded  library?"  In 
June,  as  guests  of  the  American  Legion  Post  #88,  our  youngest  borrowers 
enjoyed  a  Teddy  Bears'  Picnic  highlighted  by  the  beautiful  voice  of  Marlene 
Friedrich.  In  August,  the  Loudon  P.T.O.  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
donated  funds  and  the  Congregational  Church  let  us  use  their  hall  for  the 
Summer  Reading  Program  Awards  Day.  Close  to  100  kids  and  parents 
attended  the  program  on  one  very  hot  afternoon. 

Volunteers  were  more  generous  than  ever  this  past  year.  When  the  library 
accepted  canned  goods  in  lieu  of  fines  for  the  month  of  November,  the 
Happy  Hill  4-H  Club  gathered  up  the  donations  and  delivered  them  to 
a  Concord  soup  kitchen.  The  flowers  that  decorated  the  library  grounds 
and  flourished  for  a  much  longer  season  than  usual  were  carefully  tended 
by  Jean  Follansbee  and  Diane  Steward.  The  generosity  of  so  many  peo- 
ple is  a  constant  source  of  encouragement. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  merit  the  biggest  thank-you  for  their  dauntless 
efforts  to  make  our  library  the  best  it  can  be.  Their  newsletters  are  essen- 
tial for  keeping  the  public  informed.  As  a  result  of  their  fund-raisers,  the 
library  received  $2,000  toward  a  second  computer.  Friends  members  have 
assisted  at  every  event  the  library  ran  during  the  year.  My  thanks  extend 
to  all  who  in  some  way  support  the  group. 

And  what's  next?  The  expanded  library  will  allow  us  to  offer  a  larger 
selection  of  videos  and  books  on  tape.  Both  computer  and  music  CDs  will 
be  available  on  loan  in  the  coming  year.  For  a  fee,  the  public  will  be  able 
to  fax  from  the  library.  The  Friends  are  raising  funds  for  a  public  use 
computer  which  may  include  Internet  access. 

The  completed  addition  will  allow  the  collection  to  grow  and  diversify. 
In  accordance  with  the  1992  Loudon  Capital  Improvement  Program,  the 
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voters  established  an  expendable  trust  of  $10,000  a  year  to  improve  the 
size  and  quality  of  our  collection.  Putting  this  money  aside  on  a  yearly 
basis  allows  us  to  have  funds  available  as  we  need  them  for  upgrading 
the  collection,  especially  in  the  areas  of  reference  materials  and  standard 
works.  To  help  offset  costs  associated  with  a  larger  facility  that  will  be 
open  eight  more  hours  and  require  additional  staff  time,  the  Trustees  have 
agreed  to  a  temporary  decrease  of  $4,000  on  the  proposed  book  line  of 
our  operating  budget  in  1996  as  we  start  to  use  money  from  the  expend- 
able trust. 

With  the  end  of  construction  and  Opening  Day  in  the  near  future,  we 
can  look  forward  to  enjoying  the  benefits  of  all  those  years  of  planning.

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LOUDON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  1995 

Activities  of  the. Society  for  this  year  were  restricted  by  the  closing  of 
the  museum  in  June  when  the  Old  Fire  Station  was  removed  to  make  way 
for  the  Maxfield  Public  Library  expansion.  As  this  is  being  written,  work 
is  starting  on  the  old  barn  renovation  (rear  of  town  offices)  which  will 
eventually  house  our  collection  in  a  new  museum  of  approximately  equal 
size.  We  anticipate  being  able  to  occupy  the  new  quarters  sometime  in 
the  spring.  In  the  meantime,  our  collection  is  being  stored  in  a  box  trailer 
located  near  the  old  barn  at  the  edge  of  the  athletic  field. 

In  preparation  for  storage  all  items  were  carefully  packaged  and  at  that 
time  cataloging  and  recording  was  completed.  Removal  from  the  museum 
and  packing  of  the  trailer  was  conducted  by  members  of  the  Highway 
Department  whose  conscientious  handling  is  very  much  appreciated. 

The  highlight  of  this  year's  acquisitions  was  a  35-40  item  collection 
of  turn-of-the-century  toys  donated  by  Michael  Rivero  of  Hollywood,  CA. 
Michael  grew  up  in  Loudon  and  the  collection  was  given  to  him  by  "Les" 
Hillard  (1893-c.  1960),  a  life-long  resident  of  Loudon  who  lived  with  his 
mother  "Abbie"  on  Route  129  at  the  new  Harry-0  location.  A  hand  cart 
belonging  to  "Les"  was  donated  by  Stanley  Prescott  I  who  reported  that 
it  had  been  given  to  his  late  wife  Isabel  by  '  'Les' '  shortly  before  his  death. 

Also  donated  by  Michael  Rivero  was  a  collection  of  picture  postcards 
postmarked  1905-1918  mostly  to  "Will"  and  "Emma"  Gerald  from 
friends  and  relatives,  many  of  whom  would  be  recognized  by  long-time 
residents  of  Loudon.  The  Riveros  resided  in  the  house  at  18  South  Village 
Road  which  was  formerly  the  home  of  the  Geralds. 

Following  closure  of  the  museum  the  October  and  November  meetings 
were  held  at  the  American  Legion  Hall  in  the  village.  The  October  meeting 
featured  a  slide  show  and  presentations  on  the  history  of  "Abbott  and 
Downing"  of  Concord,  N.H.,  manufacturers  of  the  famed  Concord  Coach. 
The  speaker  was  Margret  Mortimer  of  the  Concord  Coach  Society  and 
the  program  was  arranged  by  "Chuck"  Bourbeau,  also  a  member  of  the 
Concord  Coach  Society  and  of  the  Loudon  Historical  Society.  The  public 
was  invited  and  35-40  persons  enjoyed  the  very  informative  program 
followed  by  refreshments. 

The  November  meeting  featured  old  toys  and  a  display  of  the  newly- 
acquired  collection  discussed  earlier.  Members  and  guests  brought  items 
from  their  own  collections  to  add  to  the  display.  The  public  was  again 
invited  and  about  35  attended. 
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Several  volumes  of  bound  town  reports  were  added  to  the  earlier  col- 
lection started  by  Stanley  and  Isabel  Prescott  bringing  them  up  to  date 
through  1994.  The  Society  arranged  for  a  similar  up-to-date  to  be  done 
at  the  same  time  for  Raymond  Cummings  to  add  to  the  Maxfield  Public 
Library  collection  donated  by  the  Cummings  family. 

The  Society  participated  in  the  "adopt-a-spot"  flower  garden  program 
with  a  site  located  north  of  the  old  barn  near  the  roadway  to  the  public 
safety  building.  Some  plants  were  purchased  by  the  Society  and  some  were 
donated  by  Cheryl  Sanborn. 

A  regular  meeting  schedule  will  be  resumed  when  our  space  in  the  old 
barn  is  available.  Watch  for  publicity  and  plan  to  attend  our  grand  opening.

The  Commission  has  also  been  active  in  the  expansion  of  the  Town  Beach 
at  C lough  Pond  to  insure  environmentally  sound  practices  are  used  in  its 
widening. 

Monitoring  is  also  on  going  on  the  conservation  lands  to  insure  adherence 
to  the  terms  of  the  easements. 

The  Commission  has  unfortunately  lost  the  services  of  three  of  its  valued 
members  this  past  year,  and  is  now  looking  to  recruit  replacements.  If 
you  think  you  have  the  desire  and  possibly  some  background  in  any  en- 
vironmental science  we  would  appreciate  being  contacted.

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CODE  ENFORCEMENT/HEALTH  OFFICER'S 

REPORT  1995 

In  January  1995,  the  Town  of  Loudon  hired  a  code  enforcement/com- 
pliance officer.  It  has  proven  to  be  very  beneficial  over  the  past  year.  I 
have  worked  with  the  Selectmen,  Planning  and  Zoning  boards  and  have 
proposed  favorable  changes  to  the  Zoning  regulations,  hopefully  to  be 
passed  in  March  1996.  The  Loudon  Business  Association  also  spent  a  great 
deal  of  time  regarding  changes  they  would  like  to  see  to  make  Loudon 
a  better  business  community.  This  office  is  open  forty  hours  per  week 
to  answer  any  questions  you  may  have  regarding  zoning  and  building 
regulations. 

Also,  as  Health  Officer,  an  emergency  ordinance  regarding  sludge  was 
drafted  and  approved  by  a  public  hearing  and  signed  by  the  Selectmen. 
It  has  been  a  very  controversial  issue.  Sludge  has  been  studied  in  depth 
and  the  ordinance  will  be  incorporated  into  the  Land  Development  regula- 
tions and  permitted  by  the  Planning  Board.

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Loudon,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1995,  we  considered  the  Town's  internal  control  structure 
to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  an 
opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide 
assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure. 

However,  during  our  audit  we  became  aware  of  several  matters  that  are 
opportunities  for  strengthening  internal  controls  and  operating  efficien- 
cy. The  memorandum  that  accompanies  this  letter  summarizes  our  com- 
ments and  suggestions  regarding  those  matters.  This  letter  does  not  affect 
our  report  dated  January  26,  1996,  on  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Loudon,  New  Hampshire. 

We  will  review  the  status  of  these  comments  during  our  next  audit  engage- 
ment. We  have  already  discussed  many  of  these  comments  and  sugges- 
tions with  various  Town  personnel  and  we  will  be  pleased  to  discuss  them 
in  further  detail  at  your  convenience,  to  perform  any  additional  study  of 
these  matters,  or  to  assist  you  in  implementing  the  recommendations. 

FINDING  —  The  Conservation  Commission  cash  account  is  not  in  the 
custody  of  the  Town  Treasurer,  as  per  RSA  41:29  I. 

RECOMMENDATION  —  The  Conservation  Commission  cash  account  should 
be  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Treasurer  shall  "pay  out .  .  . 
upon  the  order  of  the  conservation  commission." 

MANAGEMENT'S  COMMENTS  —  The  Board  of  Selectmen  concur  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  auditors.  The  Chairman  of  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission has  set  up  a  new  account  at  CFX  Bank,  Loudon  with  Treasurer 
Melanie  Kiley  as  authorized  signature.  Funds  will  be  immediately  trans- 
ferred to  this  account  and  will  be  in  possession  of  the  Treasurer. 
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FINDING  —  The  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  are  not  transferring  the  en- 
tire income  on  the  Library  Trust  Funds  to  the  Library. 

RECOMMENDATION  —  There  appears  to  be  some  miscommunication  be- 
tween Charter  Trust  and  the  Trustees.  We  would  recommend  that  after 
the  Trustees  have  received  and  approved  the  Trustees  reports  prepared 
by  Charter  Trust,  then  the  Trustees  should  authorize  that  the  income  for 
the  year  as  reported  on  their  final  report  be  transferred  to  the  Library. 

MANAGEMENT'S  COMMENTS  —  The  Board  of  Selectmen  concur  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  auditors.  It  has  been  clarified  with  Charter  Trust 
that  the  remaining  1994  income  is  available  to  the  Library.  A  memo  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  asking  them  to  request 
the  balance  due  and  to  forward  that  balance  to  the  Library  Trustees.
